A communication terminal device, in which a 
memory means by which make a telephone 
number and a name correspond to it is 
stored, a means to detect the telephone 
number of an originator and the name of an 
originator which are notified from a switching 
system at the time of a call, the means which 
reads the name which corresponds to it 
based on the telephone number of the 
detected originator from said memory means, 
a display means to make give priority to over 
the name of the originator which detected the 
name of read, and to display, it has these.

Said display means is the communication 
terminal device of Claim 1 which displayed 
both the telephone number and the name 
simultaneously.

[TECHNICAL FIELD OF THE INVENTION] 

This invention is related to the communication 
terminal device with which the telephone 
number and name of an originator are notified 
from a switching system at the time of a call.

[PRIOR ART] 

Now, the service which notifies and displays 
the telephone number (henceforth a 
originating telephone number) of the 
telephone line which the originator used on 
the communication terminal device of the 
receiving side at the time of the call before a 
response is implemented. Moreover, the 
name (it is mentioned in the following as 
caller names, such as a family name of an 
originator and a company name of an 
originator) by which corresponding 
registration is beforehand carried out by the 
telephone carrier is also combined not only 
with a originating telephone number but with 
its telephone number, and it will count upon 
the implementation in the future when 
implementation of the service notified and 
displayed on the communication terminal 
device of the receiving side at the time of the 
call before a response is also near.

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[PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED BY THE 
INVENTION] 

In the case of the system in which a 
originating telephone number and a caller 
name are notified and is displayed from a 
switching system at the time of a call, 
individually as the caller name, the family 
name of the originator is registered by a 
telephone carrier. Therefore, the same family 
name is registered with the family of the same 
family name, and a relative. Therefore, when 
this caller name (family name) is displayed at 
the time of a call, there exists a problem that it 
cannot be discriminated immediately the 
transmission from which person a receiving 
party is. Moreover, the name of the company 
is registered in a corporation. Therefore, 
when this caller name (company name) is 
displayed at the time of a call, similarly it 
cannot be discriminated immediately whether 
it is the transmission from a part of what and a 
section.

If it exists in the communication terminal 
device of this invention, when the name 
corresponding to a telephone number is 
stored in the memory means and a originating 
telephone number and a caller name are 
notified from a switching system at the time of 
a call, it is judged whether the name 
corresponding to the notified originating 
telephone number is stored by the memory 
means, when storing the name which 
corresponded, the name is read from a 
memory means, it gives priority and displays 
on the originating telephone number and 
caller name which were notified. Therefore, if 
the name to store is made into the individual 
family name and the first name in the case of 
the individual, not only a family name but a 
first name will be displayed at the time of a 
call. Therefore, a receiving party can 
discriminate the originator in an instant. 
Moreover, if the name to store is made into 
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&<DX\ the company name and the

The communication terminal device based on 
Claim 2 is set in Claim 1, the priority of the 
display in said display means is characterized 
by being the order of read name, the detected 
name of an originator, and the telephone 
number of the detected originator from said 
memory means.

When the name which corresponds to a 
originating telephone number is not stored in 
a memory means by what is done for the 
priority of a display by a display means in this 
way, the notified caller name can be 
displayed.

The communication terminal device based on 
Claim 3 is set in Claim 1, said display means 
displayed both the telephone number and the 
name simultaneously. It is characterized by 
the above-mentioned.

By writing together a originating telephone 
number and a name and displaying 
simultaneously, an originator can be 
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discriminated more reliably and easily.

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[EMBODIMENT OF THE INVENTION] 

Hereafter, this invention is concretely 
demonstrated based on drawing which shows 
the embodiment. FIG 1 is a block diagram 
which shows a structure of a facsimile 
machine with the telephone function which is 
an example of the communication terminal 
device based on this invention. 
Corresponding to the service to which the 
communication terminal device of this 
invention notifies a originating telephone 
number and a caller name (only family name), 
when there exists an incoming call from 
another communication terminal device, 
modem 9 receives the signal which shows 
those information, it is arranged so that a 
originating telephone number and a caller 
name (only family name) can be detected 
before responding.

In FIG 1, the main-control part 1 is 
specifically comprised with CPU, it connects 
with each part of a hardware demonstrated 
below via a bus 20, while controlling them, 
various software-based function is performed.

Next, operation is demonstrated. In the 
communication terminal device of this 
invention, when it receives from another 
communication terminal device, it is arranged 
so that the originating telephone number and 
caller name (only family name) may be 
detected in advance and can be displayed. 
However, it is judged whether the name 
(family name and first name) which 
corresponds to the originating telephone 
number is beforehand registered into 
one-touch and speed-dial telephone number 
table 8a, when registered, the name 
registered is read, it gives priority and 
displays on the originating telephone number 
to which the name of read was notified, and a 
caller name. An originator can be 
discriminated by doing in this way in an 
instant.

When a originating telephone number cannot 
be detected by the way, it is judged whether 
(S3:NO) and the reasons (notification failure 
for the notification improper by calling-side 
operation and a public-telephone 
transmission etc.) for non -notification have 
been detected (step S10).

When a originating telephone number is able 
to be detected with respect to these, any one 
of FIG. 4(a)-(c) is displayed on originator 
information display area 4a. Under the 
present circumstances, the priority of a 
display is the order of read name (family 
name and first name as shown in FIG4(a)), 
the caller name (only family name as shown 
in FIG4(b)) detected from the input signal, 
and the originating telephone number 
(telephone number as shown in FIG.4(c)) 
detected from the input signal from one-touch 
and speed-dial telephone number table 8a.

Since only a family name is displayed as 
shown in FIG.4(b) when displaying the 
notified caller name, it cannot be judged 
whether it is the transmission from what 
sea-bass frame in an instant. On the other 
hand, in this invention, the family name and 
first name are displayed as shown in FIG4(b). 
Therefore, it can be judged whether it is the 
transmission from which "Mr. Suzuki" in an 
instant, and an originator can be 
discriminated immediately.

FIG 5 (a), (b) is a figure which shows another 
example of a display in originator information 
display area 4a at the time of detecting a 
originating telephone number. In this 
example, originator information display area 
4a can perform the display for two lines, 
combines the name and originating telephone 
number of an originator, and can display 
simultaneously. In such a display, a name and 
a telephone number are displayed 
simultaneously. Therefore, recognition of an 
originator can be performed reliably.

Also in such a two-line display, read name is 
displayed from one-touch and speed-dial 
telephone number table 8a more 
preferentially than the caller name detected 
from the input signal, when the name (family 
name and first name) which corresponds to 
one-touch and speed-dial telephone number 
table 8a is registered, it is collectively 
displayed by the name registered and the 
detected originating telephone number as 
shown in FIG5(a), when the name (family 
name and first name) which corresponds is 
not registered, it is collectively displayed by 
the detected caller name and the detected 
originating telephone number as shown in 
FIG.5(b). Therefore, also in the case of a 
two-line display (a name and a telephone 
number are combined and it is a display), an 
originator can be discriminated in this way in 
an instant. 
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[0029] 

In addition, the case where the incoming call 
from an individual was considered was 
demonstrated. However, when considering 
the incoming call from a corporation 
(company), it displays on originator 
information display area 4a to the 
department-and-section name not only 
according to a company name but the 
detected originating telephone number by 
preparing one-touch and speed-dial 
telephone number table 8a as shown in FIG. 
6. Therefore, an originator can be 
discriminated in an instant.

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To instantaneously 
discriminate the source of call origination even at the 
time of call incoming from the same call originating 
names concerning communications terminal equipment 
with which the telephone number (call originating 
telephone number) of a telephone line used by a caller 
and a name (call originating name) corresponding to the 
number are reported from an exchange at the time of 
calling before a response.
